F ifty cases of smallpox have been 
quarantined at Woodstock and about 
ten other persons are ordered to re­ 
main at home until it is ascertained 
¡definitely whether or not 
they are 
afllieted. 
Fortunately none of the 
cases i- serious and 
some 
of 
the 
patients did not know tin« cause of 
their lllne-s until they were told by 
¡physicians. 
Dr. M. F. Gerrish, sec­ 
retary of the city board of health, 
was authorized late Tuesday by Dr. 
D. J. Cummings, county health officer, 
to order all 
patients 
quarantined. 
The regulations are being complied 
with strictly. 
Dr. Gerrish says that 
while all the cases thus fa r reported 
are light a serious ease may develop 
from a light case, 
lie strongly urges 
general vaccination and declared that 
it 
ought 
to he 
made 
compulsory. 
There is only one case of smallpox 
now in the city and the quarantine 
will lie lifted shortly . 
An epidemic of measles i- -weep­ 
ing over the city and county. 
It is 
reported that not less than fifty chil­ 
dren are quarantined fo r 
measles. 
|One ease of diphtheria, was reported 
Tuesday night. 
The patient is Mrs. 
Burl Green, West Laurel street. 


Mr. Demas has taken up the m at­ 
ter with M ayor Ross and member- 
of the council who favor the plan if 
it does not interfere with the move­ 
ment ot the interurban ears.

The first o f the garden pests to 
get in 
their wo rk will be the cut­ 
wo rms. 
These }>ests 
stay 
in the 
gro und all winter in o rder to be at 
the head o f the line, fo r their fav o r­ 
ite fo o d is the .^talks o f y o ung v eg­ 
etables, which they cut o ff clo se to 
the gro und at night. 
By day they 
hide in the earth o r under rubbish. 
The best way to get cut-worms s 
to tempt them to a poi-on, a bit of 
something they will 
prefer 
to the 
plants. 
The most effective is poison 
bran mash made as follows: 
mix 
four ounces 
of 
white 
arsenic oi 
Paris 
green 
thoroughly 
into 
six 
pounds of bran. 
Stir 
this into a 
thick paste with a quart o f water 
and a pint of 
cheap 
molasses to 
which ha- been added the juice of 
two lemons. 
Do not omit the lem­ 
ons, because the 
worms 
are very 
fond of lemon flavor. 
Place a small 
amount of the mixture near the bast 
of each plant in the evening. 
Save 
the rest for future use but do not 
allow it to get dry. 
The worm* will 
crawl 
away 
>r 
into the ground to « lie s o do not be 
disappointed if the 
garden 
is not 
strewn with corpses in the morning. 
But continued use 
of 
the poison 
should give results, though it might 
result fatally to your own or neigh­ 
bor’s chickens, if they are allowed 
the freedom of your garden. 
A collar of small paper stuck in ­ 
to the ground aroun d the plan ts is 
also a good 
measure against c ut­ 
worms, 
Cut-wornis are 
the progeny 
of 
>oft grayish, nocturn al moss which 
lay their eggs on grass during the 
late summer. 
The 
young 
worms 
feed on the gras* roots during the 
fall an d hibernate in the ground in 
the winter. 
For this reason a g a r ­ 
den planted on freshly turned s» » d 
land is especially likely to be tro u­ 
bled with cut-worms.
